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STRIKE 


All Reports Show That More Men 


are Out Today Than Were 


Out Yesterday. 


LACKAWANNA VALLEY IS IDLE. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 
18.—If, 
as 


President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers, claimed last night, 
112,000 of the 141,000 min« work- 
ers in the Pennsylvania coal fields 
were idle yesterday, it is certain that 
this number has been considerably 
augmented today by additions to the 
strikers' ranks. 


Reports from the four big districts 


embracing the hard coal region are 
to the effect that fewer men are at 
work today than were workintg yes- 
terday and that collieries that work- 
ed full handed or nearly so yesterday 
are either badly crippled or shut 
down today* 


The weather h'as grown much cold- 


er since yesterday and this change 
is greeted with joy by the mine 
workers, who believe it will greatly 
increase the demiand for coal and 
thus force an early adjustment of 
the differences between them and 
their employers. 


Talk of arbitration is so persistent 


that the hope is growing that this 
method of settling the strike will 
finally be adopted, although the mine 
owners? declare that they will deal 
only -with their employes as indi- 
viduals and the strike leaders say 
they will insist upon formal recogni- 
tion of the union. 
This difference 


would appear sufficiently strong to 
keep employer andi employee apart 
forever if persisted in. 


One little band of miners in the 


Wyoming valley, those of the West- 
end Coal company, at Mocanuqua, 
numbering a few hundtred men, stand 
out prominent fc£ the only men at 
work out of nearly 90,000 in the 
Lackawanna and Wyoming region. 
Efforts to induce them to join the 
strikers have failed. 
They say they 


have always been treated kindly, 
they have no greivance &nd they will, 
therefore, remain loyal to their em- 
ployers.

MINERS WERE STONED. 


Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 
18,—About 


twenty per cent, of the 
men who 


worked at Mount Carmel yesterday 
joined the strikers this morning,hav- 
ing cleaned up their work yesterday 
afternoon, and the strike leaders de- 
clare that the indications are that 
all the mines there will be tied up 
as tight as those in the vicinity of 
Shamokin. 


Some of the strikers at Mount 'Car- 


mel this morning gathered in the 
neighborhood of the mines operated 
by the Reading Coal and Iron com- 
pany and the Union Coal company 
and stoned the men who persisted in 
going to work. The operators are 
calling in the service a large force of 
deputies and they declare they will 
protect these men who 
choose 
to 


work at their mines'.

NO BREAK IN THE RANKS. 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. 18.—There is 


no break in the ranks of the United 
Mine Workers in the Lackawanna re- 
gion and every colliery and breaker 
tied up yesterday morning when the 
great strike of the anthracite miners 
was officially begun is idle tod&y. 


The only places in this extensive 


industrial valley, with its nearly 
45,000 mine workers, which are 
operating today are the Diamond 
washery, a Delaware, Lackawanna 
and: Western company, employing 
twenty-five men and boys; but it is 
capable of turning out 1,000 tons of 
Screened birds-eye and buckwheat 
coal a day; the Oxford washery, 
ail 
individual 
concern, 
em/ploy- 


ing about twenty hands; the An- 
thony washery, on1 the south side, 
and the Gibbons drift in the same 
locality, the former working thirty 
men and boys and the latter about 
forty. 


This then is- the situation. Scarce- 


ly 100 men and boys at work 
throughout the entire valley, thirty- 
five miles long from Pittston to 
forest City, and scarcely an average 


SITUATION UNCHANGED.

is no change in the strike situation 
in the Wyoming valley this morn- 
ing. 
All the collieries 
that were

about twelve company hands.

Mine Workers have tried hard to get 
the men at this colliery 
to join 


them, but so far without success. 


It is the only mine in this divis- 


ion that is working.

THE STRIKERS GAIN. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 18.—The sec- 


ond day of the anthracite coal miners7 
strike began very quietly in this dis- 
trict. What little change there was 
in the situation this morning wai 
in favor of the striking miners. 


As far as reports have been re- 


ceived from all parts of the region 
there was not one break in the ranks 
of the strikers, and in many mines 
there were fewer men working than 
on yesterday. 
Some of the collieries 


are so short of men that it is doubt- 
ful if they can continue work dur- 
ing the entire day. 


Every official connected with the 


United Mine Workers now in the 
district, with the exception of Presi- 
dent Mitchell, started out before 6 
o'clock this morning for picket duty 
at various collieries. 


All had returned to headquarters 


by 8 o'clock and reported that they 
had been successful in inducing men 
to stay away from various workings. 


A number of the leaders also re 


ported that several of the mines are 
being guarded by watchmen to pre- 
vent union men from attempting to 
induce non-strikers to quit work. 


flhe first march of the strikers in 


this region took place 
early this 


morning when about one hundred 
men from McAdoo, Audenried and 
Yorktown, headed by a brass band, 
marched through the south side en 
route to the Coleraine colliery with 
a view to inducing the men at that 
place to quit work. 


The strikers did not attempt to 


force them to suspend 
work, but 


merely asked them to do so. In this 
the strikers were quite successful, as 
a number of non-union men returned 
to their homes. The marching min- 
ers then went back to McAdoo and 
dispersed. 


WIRE MILL TO RESUME.

Stirs the People of Galveston and 


the Work of Restoration 


Goes on Well. 


DEATH ESTIMATES ARE TOO LOW 


Cincinnati, Sept. 
18*—Six lives 


were lost, at least two persons were 
fatally injured and several others 
were seriously burned in a fire on 
East Front street last evening. The 
fire was in an old four-story tenement 
building that the Salvation Army 
used as a day nursery for little chil- 
dren. 
Four of the victims were very 


small children that had been left 
there to be cared for while their par- 
ents were out gaining «a livelihood. 
Another victim was a man who per- 
ished in a fruitless attempt to save 
the life of his four-year-old boy. 


All of the dead were burned to a 


crisp and the charred remains of 
James Harking- were clasping what 
was left of his little son, Herbert. 


There were only twenty in the 


nursery on the upper floors at the 
time of the fire, and eight of them 
escaped without injury. 
The prop- 


erty loss was only $1,500. 


On account of the cold weather yes- 


terday a fire had been started in the 
stove for the little tots, who are cared 
for there during the day while their 
mothers are engaged elsewhere. 
It 


is thought that this caused the fire 
through some defect in the flue. 


Most of the mothers knew nothing 


of the calamity 
until they were 


through with their day's work, and 
were taken to the hospitals or the 
morgue to identify their children. 
At both of these places, as well as 
about the burned building the scenes 
were indescribable. 
The firemen 


made heroic efforts to rescue women 
and children, but most of those on 
the upper floors were beyond hope. 
The office floor was used as A church, 
the second floor as headquarters for 
the destitute and for cooking, and 
the upper floors for the nursery. The 
women and children could be seen 
from these upper stories1 pleading for 
help when the stairways were en- 
velaped in flames.

SWEEP HAVANA PROVINCE POR 


THEIR DELEGATES. 


White Cubans Now Openly Declare 


They Are in Favor of Annex- 


ation to United States. 


Santiago de Cuba, Sept. 18.—The 


elections for delegates to the consti- 
tutional convention have resulted in 
favor of the black party throughout 
this entire province, and the whites 
now openly declare themselves to be 
annexationists. 
Ten thousand col- 


ored men, who had worked them- 
selves up to a frenay and rearing 
badges containing a skull and cross 
bones, signifying death to the repub- 
lican party, paraded through the 
principal streets of the tity 
night, carrying tallow-candles and 
torches. 
A mock funeral of the re- 


publican party was held todfcy and 
was attended by about 1,000 colored 
persons. 
The white people are cau- 


tious and are avoiding conflicts, 


Galveston, Texas, Sept* 18.—"The 


situation continues to improve," is 
what one is told when one applies at 
any of the various headquarters for 
information. In fact, this statement 
is beinge made with gratifying mo- 
notony all over the city. The work 
has been brought down to a business 
basis as far as possible 
and the 


amount of system and order 
dis- 


played in the various departments 
would furnish cause for considerable 
surprise to anyone who might re- 
turn to Galveston after an absence 
of three or four days. 


One feature that has caused a bet* 


ter feeling and a more pronounced 
willingness to work is afforded by 
the fact that "time" of all the labor- 
ers employed is being kept at head- 
quarters. 
The men have been as- 


sured of compensation for their labor 
and quite naturally 
they now go 


about their unpleasant tasks with a 
much better grace than heretofore. 


Then, too, there are not so many 


irritating little conflicts of authority 
as there have been in the past, when 
the progress of the work was in some 
cases materially hindered by petty 
demonstrations of personal feeling, 


RELIEF WORK GOES ON. 


A thorough investigation reveals 


the fact that every department is as 
well organized as is possible under 
the circumstances and that every one 
is harmonious. This is eminently as 
it should be. 


Supplies and money are now pour- 


ing in from all over the country. It 
is stated that at least seven figures 
are needed to express the amount of 
cash so far received. This is being 
used judiciously and the good effects 
of the presence of such a relief fund 
in the city are already becoming ap- 
parent. 


The state militia companies which 


have been stationed here have been 
doing splendid work, and many of 
the men are now of the belief that 
they should now be allowed to return 
to their homes and troops sent from 
other parts of the state to fill their 
places. They have seen hard and al- 
most continuous duty and it would 
really be the proper thing to do, if 
the matter of transportation does not 
stand in the way, to let them re- 
turn and send others to replace them. 


DEATH ESTIMATE TOO LOW, 
Reluctantly one is forced to the 


opinion that the number 
of dead, 


which had been placed at 5,000, is 
too low and that the number will go 
as high as 6,000 and possibly above 
that number. The conclusion has not 
been reached without considerable 
thought and careful 
investigation. 


The death list will reach the total of 
4,437 with the additions sent out to- 
day. In addition to all this, it must 
be remembered that only a compara- 
tively small number of the negroes 
who perished in the storm have been 
reported. After considering all these 
facts, one can hardly do anything 
else but conclude that tne total to 
be finally reached 
will 
be above 


6,000, Everyone has tried to be as 
conservative as possible in making

are Out Today Than Were 


Out Yesterday. 


LACKAWANNA VALLEY IS IDLE. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 
18.—If, 
as 


President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers, claimed last night, 
112,000 of the 141,000 min« work- 
ers in the Pennsylvania coal fields 
were idle yesterday, it is certain that 
this number has been considerably 
augmented today by additions to the 
strikers' ranks. 


Reports from the four big districts 


embracing the hard coal region are 
to the effect that fewer men are at 
work today than were workintg yes- 
terday and that collieries that work- 
ed full handed or nearly so yesterday 
are either badly crippled or shut 
down today* 


The weather h'as grown much cold- 


er since yesterday and this change 
is greeted with joy by the mine 
workers, who believe it will greatly 
increase the demiand for coal and 
thus force an early adjustment of 
the differences between them and 
their employers. 


Talk of arbitration is so persistent 


that the hope is growing that this 
method of settling the strike will 
finally be adopted, although the mine 
owners? declare that they will deal 
only -with their employes as indi- 
viduals and the strike leaders say 
they will insist upon formal recogni- 
tion of the union. 
This difference 


would appear sufficiently strong to 
keep employer andi employee apart 
forever if persisted in. 


One little band of miners in the 


Wyoming valley, those of the West- 
end Coal company, at Mocanuqua, 
numbering a few hundtred men, stand 
out prominent fc£ the only men at 
work out of nearly 90,000 in the 
Lackawanna and Wyoming region. 
Efforts to induce them to join the 
strikers have failed. 
They say they 


have always been treated kindly, 
they have no greivance &nd they will, 
therefore, remain loyal to their em- 
ployers.

Goes on Well. 


DEATH ESTIMATES ARE TOO LOW 


Cincinnati, Sept. 
18*—Six lives 


were lost, at least two persons were 
fatally injured and several others 
were seriously burned in a fire on 
East Front street last evening. The 
fire was in an old four-story tenement 
building that the Salvation Army 
used as a day nursery for little chil- 
dren. 
Four of the victims were very 


small children that had been left 
there to be cared for while their par- 
ents were out gaining «a livelihood. 
Another victim was a man who per- 
ished in a fruitless attempt to save 
the life of his four-year-old boy. 


All of the dead were burned to a 


crisp and the charred remains of 
James Harking- were clasping what 
was left of his little son, Herbert. 


There were only twenty in the 


nursery on the upper floors at the 
time of the fire, and eight of them 
escaped without injury. 
The prop- 


erty loss was only $1,500. 


On account of the cold weather yes- 


terday a fire had been started in the 
stove for the little tots, who are cared 
for there during the day while their 
mothers are engaged elsewhere. 
It 


is thought that this caused the fire 
through some defect in the flue. 


Most of the mothers knew nothing 


of the calamity 
until they were 


through with their day's work, and 
were taken to the hospitals or the 
morgue to identify their children. 
At both of these places, as well as 
about the burned building the scenes 
were indescribable. 
The firemen 


made heroic efforts to rescue women 
and children, but most of those on 
the upper floors were beyond hope. 
The office floor was used as A church, 
the second floor as headquarters for 
the destitute and for cooking, and 
the upper floors for the nursery. The 
women and children could be seen 
from these upper stories1 pleading for 
help when the stairways were en- 
velaped in flames.

White Cubans Now Openly Declare

Santiago de Cuba, Sept. 18.—The 


elections for delegates to the consti- 
tutional convention have resulted in 
favor of the black party throughout 
this entire province, and the whites 
now openly declare themselves to be 
annexationists. 
Ten thousand col- 


ored men, who had worked them- 
selves up to a frenay and rearing 
badges containing a skull and cross 
bones, signifying death to the repub- 
lican party, paraded through the 
principal streets of the tity 
night, carrying tallow-candles and 
torches. 
A mock funeral of the re- 


publican party was held todfcy and 
was attended by about 1,000 colored 
persons. 
The white people are cau- 


tious and are avoiding conflicts, 


Galveston, Texas, Sept* 18.—"The

LACKAWANNA VALLEY IS IDLE. 


Philadelphia, 
Sept. 
18.—If, 
as 


President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers, claimed last night, 
112,000 of the 141,000 mine work- 
ers in the Pennsylvania coal fields 
were idle yesterday, it is certain that 
this number has been considerably 
augmented today, by additions to the 
strikers' ranks. 


Reports from the four big districts 


embracing the hard coal region are 
to the effect that fewer men. are at 
work today than were working yes- 
terday and that collieries that work- 
ed full handed or nearly so yesterday 
are either badly crippled or shut 
down today. 


The weather has grown much cold- 


er since yesterday and this change 
is greeted with joy by the mine 
workers, who believe it will greatly 
increase the demand for coal and 
thus force an early adjustment of 
the differences between them and 
their employers. 


Talk of arbitration is so persistent 


that the hope is growing that this 
method of settling the strike will 
finally be adopted, although the mine 
owners declare that they will deal 
only with their employes ns indi- 
viduals and the strike leaders sny 
they will insist upon formal recogni- 
tion of the union. 
This difference 


would appear sufficiently strong to 
keep employer and employee apart 
forever if persisted in. 


One little band of miners in the 


Wyoming valley, those of the West- 
end Coal company, at Mocanaqna, 
numbering a few hundred men, stand 
out prominent 'as the only men at 
work out of nearly 90,000 in "the 
Lackawanna and Wyoming region. 
Efforts to induce them to join the 
strikers have failed. 
They say they 


ha.ve always been treated kindly, 
they have no grelvance and they will, 
therefore, remain loyal to their em- 
ployers. 


• NO BREAK IN THE RANKS. 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. 18.—-There is 


no break in the ranks of the United 
Mine Workers in the Lackawannn, re- 
gion and every colliery and breaker 
tied up yesterday morning when the 
great strike of the anthracite miners 
was officially begun is idle today. 


The only places in this extensive 


industrial valley, with its nearly 
45,000 mine workers, which are 
operating today are the Diamond 
washery, a Delaware, Laokawanna 
and Western 
company, employing 


twenty-five men and boys; but it is 
capable of turning out 1,000 tons of 
screened birds-eye and buckwheat 
coal a day; the Oxford washery, 
an 
individual 
concern, 
employ- 


ing about twenty hands; the An- 
thony wfisheryi on the south side, 
and the Gibbons drift in the same 
locality, the former working thirty 
men and boys and the latter about 
forty. 


This then is the situation. Scarce- 


ly 100 men and boys at work 
throughout the entire valley, thirty- 
five miles long- from Pittston to 
Forest City, and scarcely an average 
of two- miles .Jn width. 
Even tTie 


washeries of the big corporations 
which may undertake to work may 
only toe able to fill the cars on their 
tracks, for there they will bo left, 
as the railroad men have given Fred 
Dilcber, the' member of the national 
executive 
board, 
and 
President 


Nicholls, of the district board, to un- 
derstand they will .not bo drawn, out 
of the branches to the main lines. 


A call at the score of offices of the 


mine operators here today showed 
all agreed upon the magnitude of 
the strike movement. 
There was a 


hope expressed that the split in the 
Hazelton 
and 
Schuykill regions 


would servo to disintegrate the ranks 
here and eventually bring about a 
situation that would put the miners 
to work to" a large extent. 


Meanwhile they will do nothing 


towards starting the mines. 
This 


ia1 positively decided upon, and tho 
superintendents feel certain that tho 


company's will maintain the posi- 
tion they have taken. 


MINERS WERE STONED. 


Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 
18.—About 


twenty per cent, of the 
men who 


worked at Mount Garmel yesterday 
joined the strikers this moruingp,hav- 
ing cleaned up their work yesterday 
afternoon, and the strike leaders de- 
elare that • the indications are that 
all the mines there will be tied up 
as tight as those in the vicinity of 
Shamokin. 


Some of the strikers at Mount Car- 


rael this morning gathered in the 
neighborhood of the mines operated 
by the Reading Coal and Iron com- 
pany and the Union Coal company 
and stoned the men who persisted in 
going to work. The operators are 
calling in the service a large force of 
deputies and they declare they will 
protect these men who 
choose to 


work at their mines1. 


SITUATION UNCHANGED. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 18.—There 


is no change in the strike situation 
in the Wyoming valley this morn- 
ing. 
All the collieries that were 


compelled to suspend operations yes- 
terday are idle today.

some of the mines ready to start their 
machinery, but the men did not put 
in an appearance.

watchers in the vicinity of every col- 
liery to see if any miners reported 
for work. The Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre Coal company have a small

about twelve company hands. 


The colliery at Mocnnaqua operated

THE STRIKERS GAIN. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 18.—The sec- 


nid day of the anthracite coal miners' 
strike began very quietly in this dis- 
trict. What little change there was 
in the situation this morning was 
in favor of the striking miners. 


As far as reports have been re- 


ceived from all parts of the region 
there was not one break in the ranks 
of the strikers, and in many mines 
there were" fewer men working than 
on yesterday. Some of the collieries 
are so short of men that it is doubt- 
ful if they can continue work dur- 
ing the entire day. 


Every official connected with the 


United Mine Workers now in the 
district, with the exception of Presi- 
dent Mitchell, started out before 6 
o-'clock this morning for picket duty 
at various collieries. 


All had returned to headquarters 


by 8 o'clock and reported that they 
had been successful in inducing men 
to stay away from various workings. 


A number of the leaders also re • 


ported that several of the mines are 
being guarded by watchmen to pre- 
vent union men from attempting to 
induce non-strikers to quit work. 


The first march of the strikers in 


this region took place

morning when about one hundred 
men from. McAdoo, Audenried and 
Yorktown, headed by a brass "band, 
marched through the south side en 
route to the Coleraine colliery with 
a view to inducing the men at that 
place to quit. work. 


The strikers did not attempt to 


force them to

merely asked them to do so. In this 
the strikers were quite successful, as 
a number of non-union men returned 
to their homes. The marching min- 
ers then went back to McAdoo and 
dispersed.

SIX LIVES LOST IN A FIRE, 


SALVATION 
ARMY 
NURSERY 


DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Shocking Catastrophe at Cincinnati 


—A Father Perishes Attempt- 


ing to Rescue Babies. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 
18.—Six lives 


were lost, nt least two persons were 
fatally injured and several others 
were seriously burned In a fire on 
East Front street last evening. The 
ire was in an old four-story tenement 
milding that the Salvation Army 
ised as a day nursery for little chil- 
dren. 
Four of the victims were very 


small children that had been left 
here to be cared for while their par- 
ents were out gaining a livelihood. 
Another victim was a man who per- 
shed in a fruitless attempt to save 
:he life of his four-year-old boy. 


All of the dead were burned to a 


crisp and the charred remains of 
Fames Harkins were clasping what 
was left of his little son, Herbert. 


Them were only 
twenty in the 


uirsery OH the upper floors at the 
time of the fire, and eight of them 
escaped without injury. 
The prop- 


erty loss was only $1,500. 


On account of the cold weather ycs- 


.erday a fire had been started in the 
stove for the little tots, who are cared 
:or there during the day while their 
mothers are engaged elsewhere. 
It 


s thought that this caused the fire 
ihroucfh some defect in the flue. 


Most of the mothers knew nothing 


if the calamity 
until they were 


.hrough with their day's work, and 
were taken to the hospitals or the 
morgue to identify their children. 
At both of these places as well as 
ibout the burned building the scenes 
ivere indescribable.

firemen 


made heroic efforts to rescue women 
iml children, but most of those on 
.ha upper floors were beyond hope. 
Tho office floor was used :is a church, 
he second floor as headquarters for 
the destitute and for cooking, and

Whatever may 
have been the reasons which se- 
cured the adoption nf the presenl 
plau, a century ago, new condi- 
tions have made it imperative thai, 
the people be permitted to spealr 
directly in the selection of their 
representatives in the senate.

senator is no less the representa- 
tive of the state bacau;:e he receives 
his commission from 
the 
people 


theinselve.s, rather than from the 
mcmbeis of the state legislature. 
If .1 voter is competent to vote for 
a member of congress, for 
state 


officers and for president, he it 
competent to choose his represen- 
tative in 
the senate. 
A system 


which makes the senator responsi- 
ble for his election to the people, 
us a whole, and amenable to them 
if he misrepresents 
them, must 


commend itself to tnoap who havr 
confidence in the intelligence and 
patriotism of the masses. 


DIRECT LEGISLATION. 


The platform indorses the princi- 


ple of direct legislation. 
This is 


already applied to the more im- 
potant questions in nation, state- 
and city. It rests upon the sound 
theory that the people can be trust- 
ed, and that the more responsive 
the government is to the will of 
the people, the more free it will be 
from misuse and abuse. 


THE LABOR QUESTION. 


Severnl planks of the labor plat- 


form are devoted to questions in 
which the laboring classes have an 
immediate interest, but which more 
remotely affect our entire popula- 
tion.

known as government by injunc- 
tion is at present directly chiefly

The 
purpose of the injunction in such 
ca^.es is 1,0 substitute trial by judge 
for trial by jury, and is a covert 
blow at the jury 
system. 
The 


abolition of government by injunc- 
tion is ns necessary for the protec- 
tion of the reputation of the court 
ns it is for the security of the eiti- 
zeu. Blackstone, in defending trial 
by jury, says: 


"The impatial administration of 


justice, which secures both our per- 
sons, and our properties, is 
the 


great end of civil society, but if 
that bo entusted entirely to the 
magistracy, a select body of men, 
and those selected by the prince 
such as enjoy the highest offices 
of the state their decisions, in spite 
of their natural integrity, will have 
frequently an involuntary bins to- 
ward those of their own rank nnd 
dignity. It is not to be expected 
from human nature that the few 
should be always attentive to the 
interests and good ot the many." 


If the criminal laws are not suffi- 


cient for th« protection of 
prop- 


erty, they can be matte more se- 
vere, but a citizen charged with 
crime must have his case tried be- 
fore a jury of his pee:*?. 


THE BLACKLIST. 


The blacklist as now employed in 


some places enables the employer 
to place the employe under practi- 
cal duress, for the skilled laborer 
loses his independence when the 


employers can not only discharge 
him, 
but prevent his si-cur'ng any 


similar employment. 
The black- 


list enables employers to ssciire, 
by mutual agreement, thut control 
over tils wage-earner? which a pri- I 
vate monopoly exercises 
without- 


con tract. 


ARBITRATION. 


The platform renews the demand 


for arbitration between 
corpora- 


lions and their employes. 
No one 


who has 
observed 
the friction 


\vhich arises between geat corpora- 
tions and their numerous employes 
can doubt the wisdom of establish- 
ing an impartial court for the just 
and equitable settlement of dis- 


. putes. The demand for arbitration 
ought to be supported as heartily 


• by the public, which uflrers incon- j 


venifcnce because of strikes 
and 


lockouts, and by. the .employers 
themselves, fs by the, 
employes. 


The establishment of arbitration 
will insure friendly relations be- 
tween labor and capital, and ren- 
der obsolete the growing practice 
of calling in the army 
to settle 


labor troubles.
